CENTRE SCHOOL. 


Miss Hattie E. Dow, of Lisbon, taught the first term of nine 
weeks. Wages, $24 per month including board. Whole 
number of pupils, 28; average, 20. Not absent, 1. 

Mr. Herbert S. Clay, of Danbury, taught the second and 
third terms, one of nine, the other of seven and six tenths 
weeks.

The character and work of all the teachers has been com- 
mendable, and we are gratified with the improvement made in 
each school, during the past year. ‘Lhe Village school: can 
show a class in reading, nineteen in number, that are able to 
vie with any like class in the state. In geography, the classes 
exhibited more than one hundred maps, as the result of teach- 
ing in the map-drawing art. Many of them were very fine in 
execution, and the day may not be far. away when some of 
those pupils will be brought to publie notice in the fine ats. 

The Centre school can also show even greater advancement 
in reading, although the class had but few in number compared 
with the Village school. 

Tioga school shared in a like improvement with the other 
schools, and will soon mark time in advancement under the 
new system. 

Dickerson Hill school comes to the front in the working of 
the new law, and three terms of school have been appreciated, 
the pupils showing equal advancement, so prominent in the 
other schools. 

The change of Reader has been worth to ourschools the past 
year many times their cost and trouble. 

Lippincott’s Series of Readers secured thrcugh their courte- 
ous agent, F. M. Ambrose, of Boston, Mass., has won in their
